New .York Central anil Hudson Rive 
railroad has been discharging employe 
who bavu been active In labor affairs 
It happens that all those who have bcci 
dismissed arc members of the order o 
Knights of Labor, and have one time 01 
another been officers of'the order, 01 
have served on committees which waltci 
on odlcial* with a view'to presenting 
grievances. 
These discharges became 


so frequent and were so clearly evidence 
of a settled purpose on the part of tbc 
company to-disrupt and destroy the or# 
ganizatlon'of the Knights of Labor upon 
tbe Central system tbat the executive 
board of District Assembly 246, In which 
tbe Knights of Labor are enrolled, foum 
it necessary 'to call a special meeting to 
conclder the situation. 


In the meantime the general executive 


board having been apprised of the con 
ditlon of affairs sent one of Its members 
J. J. Ilolland, to New York with In 
itructlons to use all possible effort* U 
brio? about an Immediate adjustment o! 
the difficulty. On his arrival in New 
York, Uolland.'after a conference with 
tbe representatives of the district Mscm 
bly, in the course of which he obtained 
full knowledge ot tbe trouble from fbi 
standpoint of tbe men, waited upon Vice 
President Webb. Ilolland stated to Webb 
thst he had called upon him to endeavor 
to adjust an unpleasantness existing be- 
tween tbe company and it* Knight* ol 
Labor employe*. Holland told him tbat 
tie, M member of the general executive 
board of tbe Knights ot Labor, bad come 
at the request of the men, made through 
the organization to which they belonged 
District Atsemblv So. 846. 
Wtbb 


brusquely declared he would not discuss 
the matter with anyone not an employe 
of tbe company, and closed the Inter 
vltw. 
"Finding all efforts to effect a favorable 
Rtllementof their KiievtoceJailores and 
being convinced It WM only a question 
of time and convenience of tbe company 
when they would, one and all. be dls 
charged unless they torfelted their man 
bood and abandoned tbeir privileges, as 
citizen* of a free counuy, by renouncing 
their right to join their fellow* In an 
organization calculated to protect tbclr 
rights without Intruding upon those ol 
others, tbe 
district executive board 


had no alternative but to order a strike, 
which they did. 
'The public I* already acquainted -1th 
tbo detail* of the affair, and a repetition 
Is scarcely ncccf-ary.' The most earnest 
and sincere efforts of tbe general officers 
to secure a bearing for tbe discharged 
men were unavailing, 'me couespon- 
dence whlcn patied between tbe general 
nmler workman and Webb has been 
published.
